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A Deficit of Ideas

EW YORK — Speaking of 

death and ruinaton, has it 
been generally observed that the 
Democratic Party is sow worried 
about the udget deficit? There is 
no surer sign of a party drifting 
toward the ultimate coma. 

Not that there has been much 
doubt for several years about the 
Democrats. Aside from ovcasionally 
stirring just long encugh τὸ make life 
hellish for some luckless sou! like 
Judge Bork or Joha Tower, theirs is 
a party happy in the torpor of inces- 
sant re-election to Congress, 

A clash of ideas may revive a 
dying political party. as the battle 
between Goldwater and the inter- 
nationalists brought life beck τὸ the 
Republicans 25 years ago, The 
Democrats, however. are not sim- 
ply threadbare of ideas: they seem 
to like it that way. 

When somebody brings them 
one, as Senator Moynihan did by 
Proposing to cut Social Security 
taxes, thev flee. Lnstead, they have 
decided to be alarmed about the 
deficit. 

Ignorance of history must run as 

among Democratic politi- 
cians as among modern schoo!lchil- 
dren. Doesn't anyone remember 
that Repudlicacs campaigaed 
against deficits for 30 years, warn- 
ing that red ink threatened the 
country with doom and that only 
good old Republican fiscal respon- 
sibility could save us? 

The United States responded to 
these alarms with yawns and went 
right on electing Democratic presi- 
dents, except for the intermission in 
which it gave its heart a its favorite 
war hero. General Eisenhower. 


a 

This history suggests there is ab- 
solutely no political mileage in 
stewing about budget deficits. Yet 
the Democrats now stzw away as 
though utterly ignorant of their 
own party's past triummohs over Re- 
publicans fearful of deficit finance. 

The beauty part of the joke is 
that it was the Republican Reagan 
who created the current deficit. 
Reagan made all the orthodox Re- 
publican sounds about the sacred 
need for balanced budgets while 
serenely ignoring his own jaw mu- 
sic and following the tradidonal 
Democratic route to victory via 
Red Ink Tumpike. 

The Roosevelt and Truman defi- 
cits, which had once left Republi- 
cans terrified, were infants com 


pared with the Reagan creation, 
which is now being expanded un- 
der President Bush. 

Not surprisingly. many people 
find it easter act to worry about 
deficits. There are good reasons for 
this, including the natural human 
impulse to leave impenetrable eco- 
nomic debates to economists and a 
tendency to nod toward slumber 
when the word “budget” is spoken, 

Since most people are not pai 
sionately interested in balancing 
their own budgets, their desire for 
balancing the federal government's 
tends to bs secondary, and maybe 
even tertiary it the questioa be- 
comes. “Are vou so worried about 
the deficit that you're ready to re- 
duce it by paying more taxes?” 

In brief, the party of fiscal re- 
sponsibility is likely to _be a foser. 
Yet we gow find the Democratic 
congressional leaders sufficiently 
worried about it to confer with 
White House Republicans on ways 
te cut the deficit. 

Worse luck for Democrats. this 
has produced speculation that the 
real purpose is to get both parties 
lined up behind new taxes. So far 
they Save produced only farce. 
with Republicans and Democrats 
both osientatiously declining to be 
the first τὸ say: “Taxes! That's the 
way Lo go!”

The Democrats having been 
mercilessly shellacked year in and 
year out by low-tax no-tax Re- 
publicans, the question is why they 
are even participating in this exer- 
cise. The Republicans have master- 
ful image manipulators who vill 
surely find it easy to portray them 
as incurable tax lovers (bad, bad 
people!) if they agree to some bi- 
partisan scheme to levy new taxes. 

Well, aside from the party being 
bankrupt of ideas, perhaps the 
Democrats entered this baited trap 
because they are good patriots 
alarmed by the deficit. 

If it really is alarming. however, 
surely it's the who 
ought to be worried about the defi- 
cit. They made it and they have so 
far insisted on living with it rather 
than tax to cut it. Holding the pres- 
idency. they are also supposed to 
be leading the country.
